An example of the folly of international hatred, fear and

'Japan. It is said upon reliable authority that when the first- 
"United States naval vessels steamed into" the harbor of Tokio 
and Yokohama on their errands of relief and mercy, some min- 
or Japanese officials suspected tfiem of coming" to attack a 
stricken nation in its hour of panic and suffering. - 


These fearful officials, it is reported, hampered somewhat 


the rescue work of the U. S. ships by ordering them out or re- 
fusing them permission to go on with relief activities. Fortu- 
nately the commanding admiral was wise enough to pigeon- 
hole complaints and to do the needful work as quickly and 
efficiently as possible, ignoring matters which might have been 
regarded as insults under other circumstances. 


It is interesting further to read that, high Japanese officials 


did not have this suspicious attitude, that they welcomed the 
American relief and that they did their best to pacify the timid 
petty officials. Japanese naval and cabinet officers expressed 
regret over every unpleasant incident and asked the American 
ambassador to inform them unofficially of such instances, 
leaving it to Japanese to straighten out the misunderstandings. 


This is quite as encouraging as the unfriendly attitude was 


discouraging. As'time goes on the suspicion of private citizens 
and minor officials will be allayed. There should be better 
feeling between the American public and the Japanese pub- 
lic after this.

In the recent Pony Express Race be- 


tween the cowboys and the U. S. 
cavalry which began at St. 
Joseph, 


Co., and ended at San Francisco, Cal., 
Lieut. Chester L. Cor.lon, U. S. A., 
formerly of this city, and now on duty 
at Monterey, Cal., was a participant 
with the 
Eleventh U. S. Cavalry, 


having charge of the seventy-mile, sec- 
tor from Lakeside to Eldorado, Cal. 
Lieutenant Conlon's sector led the op- 
posing sector by 20 minutes in the 
race. 


The Daily Herald of Monterey, Gal., 


recently printed an interview givtn it 
by Major Clark P. Chandler, U. S. A-., 
in which he paid a high compliment to 
ttie .sportsmanship and horsemanship 
of several of those who rode under 
his orders on the final dash of the race. 


Referring to Lieut. Conlon he said: 


"The horsemanship and reckless dar- 
ing of Lieut. Conlon was little short of 
an epic. As shown by the notes Lieut. 
Conlon's second horse quit and fourth 
horse gave out. He then rode down 
hill on a hard road at breakneck speed 
but with consumate skill. 
One side 


of the road was always a precipice' 
from 30 to 700 feet deep. My automo- 
bile was unable to keep up even 
though we skidded around curves. As 
records show Lieut. Conlon made 20 
miles with a total drop of 3000 feet in 
43 1-2 minutes on two horses, or an 
average of ne'arly 25 miles per hour. 
In spite of his two bad horses he made 
an average speed, in mountainous 
.country °£ 20 miles per houy^for 39.4 
miles."

In earlier and more romantic 


days .the "wealth ot the Indies" lay 
in silks, in gold and silver, and in 
precious stones, but in modern 
times this wealth, which is greater 
than ever, is found in more prosaic 
:orms in such products as sugar 
and rubber, quinine, tea and coffee, 
tin, coal and oil, and similar staple 
commodities. 


Consider for a moment Java as 


a separate economic unit. Its area 
is that of New York State, a large' 
part of it is mounta'inous, with nu- 
merous active volcanoes, yet it sup- 
ports thirty millions of people and 
exports many food products. The 
marvelous fertility of its volcanic 
soil gives it matchless productive 
power. 'But Java is not alone 'in 
this vital 'respect. Borneo, Suma- 
tra, Celebes and other great islands 
promise the same results and offer 
a future at least as alluring. 


Wise Policy of Administration 
The history of the D,utch East In-, 


dies as a colony of-Holland began 
in 179S, when the interests of the 
Dutch Bast India Company, which 
had commenced its operations in 
1602, were taken over by tho Neth- 
erlands Government. A wise and 
democratic policy has since charac- 
terized the administration ot the is- 
lands by Holland and has contrib- 
uted largely to the economic and 
political progress which has taken 
place. 


The natives have been protected 


in their ownership of land, and the 
system of education which it es- 
tablished 'recognizes the native 
tongue and the native customs. 


These islands lie along one of 


the great highways of internation- 
al trade, a highway whose im- 
portance 
has been greatly en- 


hanced by the construction of the 
Suez and Panama Canals. A great 
trade has been built up on ezcep; 
.ional natural 
resources. 
This 


wealth is disclosed in the follow- 
ng brief survey of the products 
of this Dutch colony. 


Natural Resources 


Java has become the third great- 


e,£t sugar producer of the world 
with an annual production of over 
a million and a half tons'. 
Th'ere 


are 183 mills, and in the active sea- 
son 750,000 natives are, employed 
in the sugar fields. Tho sugar 
output is mainly marketed in Chi 
na, Japan and Great Britain. 


There are 57G rubber plantations 


In Java, 160 in Sumatra and 350 
more in other islands of the Dutch 
East Indies. American companies 
Have invested in nearly 8 per cent 
of the 875,000 acres planted in rub 
ber in these islands. The produc- 
tion of Dutch plantation rubber-in 
1920 was 78,000 tons, second only to 
the British "Malaya. The consump- 
tion of rubber in the United States 
is so great as to absorb a-very large 
proportion of the world crop and 
the deep interest of the country re- 
specting supplies of this raw mate- 
rial is shown in the recent appro- 
priation by the American Congress 
of a large sum for an investigation 
of the-subject-of rubber supply by 


the world and the 1918 expurt 
amounted- to 157,020,840 pounds; 


The high place which Insulinde 


(the 
Dutch name for the colony) 


holds among the tea producing 
countries of the world is due. to 
government foresight and initia- 
tive. The tea industry has spread 
to Sumatra also. 
The Java ex- 


ports alone represented in 1919 a 
total value of nearly 520,000,000. 


Tobacco from Sumatra and Java 


has been known to European mar- 
kets for years, and Sumatra, tobac- 
co has long been,a favorite wrapper 
in the United States. Exports run 
from sixty-five to one hundred mil- 
lion pounds yearly. 


Ninety per cent of the ^world's 


production of quinine, practically 
all of the world's supply of nutmeg, 
rattan cane, guttapsrcha, several 
varieties of resin, one-half of the 
world's production of cocoannt oil 
and 70 per cent of the world's pep- 
per come from the Dutch East In- 
dies. V 


Rice, Indian corn and cassava are 


the principal food products culti- 
vated by the native population. 
There Is also a large copra Indus 
try, the total number of cocoanut 
trees in 1917 being estimated at 
over 100,000,000, of which 85,000,- 
000 were fruit Bearing, with an out- 
put estimated at 581,000 tons.

The most extensive-and generally 
jeneflcial ot the government's agri- 
cultural activities Is a highly or- 
ganized irrigation service, which is 
n charge of a specially trained 
technical staff. 
A well-equipped 


forestry service protects the nat- 
ural -and artificial teak forests of 
Java and the wild timber forests. 


The government owns most of 


the railroads of the colony. 


Mineral Wealth 


The mineral .wealth of the is- 


lands is assuming great impor- 
tance. The government tin mines 
in the island of Banka yield annual 
profits of $10,000,000, while the .op- 
erations of private tin. companies 
in Billiton Island have also shown 
profitable results. 
The discovery 


of oil has added large sums to the 
potential wealth of ihe colony, tiie 
production in 1919 amounting to 
2,092,917 tons, while their coal de- 
posits have been estimated at SOO,- 
000,000 metric tons. Aside from tin 
mining, the government undertak- 
ings include the operation of coal, 
iron, silver and gold mines. 


These great lands whose natural 


wealth is thus manifestly so super- 
abundant still await to a large ex- 
tent the inaglc touch of capital.
